PARNELL DECLARES THE “ TIMES” 
LETTER A FORGERY. 


Anim ated Scenes in Parliam ent—

THE STKIFE RENEW ED. 
Sexton Adm inisters nn Unm erciful Scor­ 
ing to Saunderson. 
L o n d o n , April 18th.—In the House of 
Commons this evening Sexton asked 
whether the Government would consent to 
rescind the suspension of Healy. W. H. 
Smith, First Lord of the Treasury', replied 
for the Government, that the duty they 
had to discharge on Friday night was most 
disagreeable. The Government was sorry 
they were forced to ask Healy to be named 
for transgression of the orders of the 
House. It would be utterly out of the 
question, however, when no apology had 
been given for this breach of the decencies 
of debate, to rescind the suspension. The 
motion to that effect could not be enter­ 
tained without the general concurrence of 
the House. 
Sexton inquired if it would be com­ 
petent for him to move the rescinding of 
Healy’s suspension. 
Speaker Peel replied that no motion 
would be competent unless it appeared on 
the paper of the Homje that the offensive 
remarks had been withdrawn. 
Sexton said that, in the absence of Healy, 
he was authorized to say that if Major 
Saunderson withdrew the offensive charges 
to which Healy’s language was in reply, 
Healy would withdraw the expressions 
deemed by the House offensive. 
Jacob Bright (Liberal, and brother of 
John Bright) asked why it was that when 
two members of the House committed the 
same offense, one was suspended while the 
other was not. 
The Speaker said that under ordinary 
circumstances he would decline to answer 
that question, or any question implying 
that liia action was not impartial, but tin­ 
der the present circumstances he would 
explain. In the second instance in which 
a breach of the rules had been committed 
(that of Sexton) an apology followed the 
withdrawal of the expression causing the 
b ¡each. 
Sexton moved that Healy be heard at 
the bar of the House, which the Speaker 
declared could not be done. Sexton then 
a >ked Major Saunderson to withdraw his as­ 
sertions regarding Healy which exasper­ 
ated him into making the response for 
which he was suspended. 
Saunderson remaining quiet, Gladstone 
put to him the direct question whether he 
was prepared to tender the House any assist­ 
ance by the withdrawal of his offensive ex­ 
pressions. [Conservative cries “No, no.” 
“Don’t.”] 
Saunderson said he never alluded to 
Healy, directly or indirectly, because he 
felt, as regards Healy. that he was unable 
to substantiate the charges so as to bring con­ 
viction to the mind of the members of the 
House. [Cries of “Hear ! hear!' ] 
The matter was then dropped. 
Subsequently Sexton, resuming the de­ 
bate on the Irish Crimes Act amendment 
bill, said that Saunderson charged him 
with direct complicity in crime. If the ac­ 
cusation were well founded, why did the 
Irish Viceroy approve of his present ap­ 
pointment as High Sheriff of Dublin? 
His name, as a member of the League, had 
been linked with that of Sheridan, the In­ 
vincible, but Sheridan was never a mem­ 
ber of the Executive Council of the Land 
League. 
Did Saunderson, in pointing 
to him (Sexion), mean in reality to embar­ 
rass Colonel King Harmon, against whom 
the Major recently unsuccessfully com­ 
peted for the new Government office 
of Parliamentary Under Secretary for 
Ireland? [Parnellite cheers.] For Sheri­ 
dan and Colonel King Harmon once can­ 
vassed the same constituency together. 
Again, Egan, the Treasurer of the old 
League, was at one time an intimate friend 
of Colonel King Harmon. [Cheers.] They 
were fellow-meinbcrs of the Conucil of the 
Home Rule League. Not only that, but 
Egan wrote for the Colonel his political ad­ 
dress to his electors. [Laughter.] If past 
association with men charged with crime 
makes elimináis of men, which side of the 
House was deepest in assassination ? U was 
manifestly an absurdity for Saunderson to 
accuse the Executive of the Land League 
of knowing that men were murderers be­ 
cause their names were mentioned in con­ 
nection with the Phoenix i’ark affair. He 
i>exton) never learned of any fact or any­ 
thing that iiad been proved which would 
warrant hint in changing the opinion he 
always entertained that Egan and those 
associated with him were innocent of the 
malignant charges brought against them. 
[Cries of “ Hear hear!"] Saundertoas 
attack was both mean and cowardly. 
Referring to the bill under consideration 
Sexton said the m atter threatened the ex­ 
istence of the Irish National League. He 
would remind the House that the League, 
aided by the prelates and the clergy of the 
Catholic Church, had struggled to maintain 
the moral law. yet this League so supported 
was stigmatized as a conspiracy maintained 
by criminals and dynamiters. The bill 
itself is the grossest kind of an attem pt at 
the violation of the moral law. It aimed 
to sweep away at one fell swoop all the 
cherished rights of the people, and was 
justified by nothing in the condition of 
Ireland. 
THE BILL BEAD THE SECOND TIME. 
L o n d o n . April 18th.—Sir Bernhard Sant- 
uelson’s amendment to the crimes bill, to 
the effect that the bill, if passed, would in­ 
crease disorder in Ireland, endanger the 
union of tlie Empire, and therefore should 
be rejected, was defeated in the House to­ 
night—370 to 269—and the second reading 
of the crimes bill was agreed to without 
division.

Createa it S nsation — Parnell 
nounces it as a Forgery. 
L o n d o n , April 18th.—The seusation pro­ 
duced by the publication of the alleged 
Parnell letter has been so great that the 
specially large edition of the Times issued 
to meet the expected demands proved un­ 
sufficient. 
THE SENSATION OF THE HOUR 
L o n d o n . April 18th.—The Times has ex­ 
posed special bulletins calling attention to 
the letter published yesterday, and sent an 
extra supply to the railway news agents 
and bookstalls. The lobby in the House 
of Commons was crowded in the afternoon 
with members eagerly discussing the al­ 
leged Parnell letter. The Irish members 
indignantly declared it a forgery. Caine 
and Sir Henry James. Liberal Unionists, 
were observed in an animated conversation 
over the letter. 
PARNELL DECLARES IT A FORGERY. 
L o n d o n , April 18th.—In an interview 
to-day Parnell pointed out that, although 
at first sight some letters in the Times' fac­ 
simile appeared to resemble his autograph, 
a close comparison shows a decidedIv 
s ................. 


nell always places a full-point after the 
initial “ S.” in his name, which the forgery 
omits. The “r” in “ Parnell” and “C” in 
“Cbas." are quite different from anything 
he has written. 
The letters "Ch’’ in 
“Chas " are abnormally long, and the “8" 
and “P are the only letters in anv wav 
resembling hi3 genuine autograph. The 
pen, at the beginning of “a” in the forged 
"Chas.,” was evidently taken off the paper, 
whereas in the genuine signature it is al­ 
ways written without a break. The forgery, 
Parnell says, is the work of a person ac­ 
customed to penmanship and to writing a 
flowing hand, whereas bis own writing is 
always in a cramped style. Parnell further 
satd that the letter,and signature are im­ 
pudent forgeries. He strongly suspects the 
identity of the forgers, but is undecided 
whether to prosecute the Times or not. 
EGANS FLAT DENIAL. 
L in c o ln (Neb.), April 18th.—In relation 
to the letter what appeared in the London 
Times of Saturday, purporting to have been 
addressed by Parnell to Patrick Egan in 
1882, apologizing for having denounced the 
Phmaix Park murders. Mr. Egan has to­ 
day addressed the following cable message 
to Hon. Henry Labouchere, a prominent 
member of the Gladstone partv in the 
House of Commons: 
' 


“Saunderson’s statements in reference 
to me are unmitigated, willful slanders. 
Parnell never wrote me such a letter as 
that quoted in the London Times. The 
whole thing is a base fabrication.” 


FOUNDERED VESSELS. 
The Luge of Life on the Tasm ania Less 
Than Reported. 
London, April 18th.—The steamer ashore 
off Bonifacicois the Tasmania, not the Lon- 
ania, as at first reported. The Tasmania 
belongs to the Peninsular and Oriental 
Steam Navigation Company, and was of 
4,498 tons. She was bound from Bombay for 
Marseilles, and is stranded on the Mon- 
archis Rocks, south of Corsica. All the 
women and children among the passengers 
have been landed. She carried 180 passen­ 
gers, of whom 74 were landed. Two French 
steamers are assisting in the work of res­ 
cue. Assistance has gone from Ajaccio and 
Marseilles. 
ANOTHER DISASTER. 
L o n d o n , April 18th.—The telegraph ca­ 
ble-repairing steamer Volta has foundered 
off the Island of Mycouus, in the Grecian 
Archipelago. A portion ot the crew were 
drowned. 
* 
LITTLE ITALY. 
King Humbert AYants to Keep Face with 
the Froce8gioit. 
Rome, April 18th.—The Italian Parlia­ 
ment opened to-day. Prime Minister De­ 
press, addressing the body, said that Italy 
would follow a policy in conformity with 
her mission to maintain peace. 
As every 
Government is increasing its armament, 
however, the Cabinet would ask the Cham­ 
bers for credits with which to strengthen 
the Kingdom’s defenses. W ith reference to 
African affairs, the Premier declared the 
Government had resolved to avenge the 
massacre of the Italian troops at Doyal. 
They would not, however, allow themselves 
to be carried away by events, but would 
act with deliberation and at the proper 
moment. The Chamber of Deputies re­ 
fused to accept the proffered resignation of 
Biancheri, President of the Chamber. 
AERIAL TRAVELING. 
Germans Succeed In Engineering a ltal- 
loon In the Air. 
B e r lin , April 18th.—Successful experi­ 
ments have been made at Metz with a nav­ 
igable balloon propelled by an electric mo­ 
tor. The Augsburg Allgemeine /.eituny savs 
it is the invention of a German engineer 
named Welker, who for some time was 
employed in America, where he perfected 
his discovery. The German Government, 
the paper says, has bought the invention, 
paying tor it 1,(XX),000 marks down. The 
speed of the balloon exceeds that of a rail­ 
way train and it may be stopped and di­ 
rected at will moving against the wind. 
W hatever truth there may be in the report, 
it is certain that the residents of Metz are 
now nightly startled by an electrical illu­ 
mination hovering at a great bight over 
their houses. 
The New Irish Under Secretary. 
L o n d o n , April 18th.—Colonel King Har­ 
mon, the new Parliamentary Under Secre­ 
tary for Ireland, to-day, for the first time 
since his appointment, answered interroga- 
tives respecting Irish affairs. Upon rising, 
he was greeted with cheers by the Govern­ 
ment supporters, and with groans and de­ 
risive cries by the Parneliites. He stated, 
in response to a question, that since March 
1st only two tenants were evicted from the 
Marquis of Lansdowne’s estates. These 
two, however, involved the eviction of six­ 
teen sub-tenants. 
Explained Satisfactorily. 
L o n d o n , April 18th.—Lord George H am ­ 
ilton, First Lord of the Admiralty, ex­ 
plained in the Commons this afternoon 
how it happened, on the occasion of the 
Queen’s arrival at Cannes, the salute of the 
French fleet was not returned. The Duke 
of Edinburgh’s flagship was undergoing 
repairs, and the vessel which the Duke was 
using temporarily happened not to be pro­ 
vided with saluting guns.

THE RAILROAD LAW. 
The Interstate Com mission D eclines to 
Act Upon Certain Petitions. 
W ashington, April 18th.—The following 
is u synopsis embodying the material points 
in by far the most important action yet 
taken by the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion. The decision is rendered in the case 
of two petitions—that of the Order of Rail­ 
way Conductors and of the Traders’ and 
Travelers’ Union, which are of a kind that 
render the decision especially interesting 
on account of their being representatives of 
a very large number of applications made to 
the Commission. The latter petition deals 
with the manner in which the former sys­ 
tem of allowing additional free baggage 
has been interfered with by the interstate 
bill. The petition of the railway con­ 
ductors asks for information as to the 
proper interpretation of the law as apply­ 
ing to the issuing of passes to railway em­ 
ployes and their families—to those who 
make railway service their business— 
while temporary out of employment and 
in search of situations; and if transporta­ 
tion at reduced rates are provided for rep­ 
resentatives of any one association, must 
the same be extended to all others which 
are composed exclusively of railway em­ 
ployes. 
In reply the Commission says : “A care­ 
ful reading of the ‘Act to regulate com­ 
merce,’ under which the Commission is 
organized, will show the petitioners and 
others who have made similar applications 
that no jurisdiction has been given us to 
answer questions like these under consid­ 
eration. Two sections of the law confer 
Dower upon the Commission to entertain 
and decide applications and petitions. Sec­ 
tion 4 empowers us, upon application by a 
common carrier, to authorize such com­ 
mon carrier, in special cases, to charge less 
for longer titan for shorter distances ever 
the same line, and also to prescribe the 
extent of relief from the operation of the 
former part 
of the sanie 
section, 
which designated what privileges a com­ 
mon carrier may, from time to time, enjoy. 
It is obvious that applications like those 
of the Railway Conductors’ and Traders’ 
and Travelers’ Union have no relation 
whatever to the duties imposed upon us 
by section four, and this is the only section 
ot the law which the Commission has 
power to suspend or relax. Section 13 au­ 
thorizes complaints to the Commission, 
and confers jurisdiction to entertain the 
same ; but neither the Railway Conductors' 
nor Traders’ and Travelers' Union com­ 
plain that any common carrier has violated 
the law. They present no complaint of 
anything done or omitted from the provi­ 
sions of the law. 
“If a railway company should issue a pass 
to a conductor and his family to attend the 
approaching Convention, or should trans­ 
port 300 pounds of baggage free for a com­ 
mercial traveler, under the present indem­ 
nity system, and some person, feeling 
aggrieved, should make complaint of un­ 
just discrimination, it would be then proper 
for the Commission to entertain the ques­ 
tion of whether the conduct was or was not 
in violation of the law, and, if so. whether 
it is or not within the exceptions (as stab d 
within Section 22). Complaints may also 
be presented if the charges made by car­ 
riers are not considered reasonable and 
just, but until questions of this kind come 
before U3 in the way clearly indicated by 
the statute, it would be worse than useless 
for us to express our opinions or give ad­ 
vice.”

“There is no doubt,” Judge 
Cooley says, “of the right of railroads to 
grant special privileges to religious teach­ 
ers, and deciding in good faith what they 
will do, they can scarcely be said to incur 
the risk of penalties. Penalties are for 
willtul violations of the law, and not for 
errors of judgment.” Replies of similar 
purport have been made to inquiries with 
respect to transporting persons as acts of 
charity.

New Y ork, April 18th.—At 7 o'clock this 
morning it began snowing hard, and at 9 
about one and one-balf inches of snow had 
fallen. It then mrnc-d into a sleet storm, 
and at 10 o'clock the snow is covered with 
a crust of ice.

PLOTTING AGAINST THE SCHOOL-BOOK 
SYSTEM. 


The San Francisco Call publishes as in­ 
terview with Superintendent of Schools 
Anderson, of th at city, in whieh he ex­ 
presses the opinion that the State Board of 
Education 
has 
not 
printed 
nearly 
enough text-books to supply the demand 
when the schools reopen for the new 
school year. 
The Superintendent ‘‘fig­ 
ures” this out to his own satisfaction, at 
least. 
So far as that is concerned, the 
Governor and Superintendent of Public 
Instruction must answer. 
They constitute 
the committee to w hich is intrusted the 
whole m atter of ordering further issuance 
of hooks upon the basis of the funds now 
on hand. 
Concerning that expenditure 
the committee is yet to be heard from, and 
until it is, it may he well to.suspend judg­ 
ment. 
It would appear, however, to be a 
small m atter whether the work is done 
now or later on, if, as is alleged, there is 
provided a sufficient number of readers 
and spellers to meet the demand. 
But we 
shall not assume that these gentlemen are 
planning to defeat the law, or deliberately 
setting about to violate their official oatfis. 
It will lie time enough to arraign them 
when it shall appear that they fail to an­ 
ticipate the demand for books. 
Superintendent Anderson, in discussing 
the subject, takes occasion to make an as­ 
sault ujion the whole scheme of State pub­ 
lication of text-books. 
H e is certainly en­ 
titled to the credit of frankness in avow­ 
ing his enmity to the system, hut it is in­ 
explicable how he can justify himself in 
denouncing that upon which the people, 
in their sovereign capacity, have rendered 
tiie verdict of a practically unanimous ap­ 
proval. 
Mr. Anderson says: 
I have ever t>eeii op¡«o?ed to the whole 
schem e. There is no economy iu it. The plant 
tor the publication of these books cost a very 
large am ount of money, and every one knows 
th at the m anagem ent of it entails the very- 
heaviest outlay for salaried sinecures, and the 
paym ent of M 50 to every m an employed there 
for eight hours spent in doing as little work as 
possible. And then the tiooks are poorly gotten 
up. They are bound so m iserably that the cov­ 
ers will soon lie lost, even w ith ordinary lian- 
ulinp. Hut, cheap as the books appear in qual­ 
ity and workm anship, I cannot help but doubt 
w hether the prices charged for them anyw here 
near cover the cost of their publication. 
These are the dogmatic assertions of a 
disgruntled man, the motive for whose dis­ 
satisfaction excites suspicion. 
If Superin­ 
tendent Anderson had informed himself, 
as he might have done with great ease, he 
never would have committed him self to 
the fiat misstatements we have quoted. 
The facts have been repeatedly stated and 
published. 
They have formed the subject 
for several official expositions. 
They were 
closely examined by the late Chief Execu­ 
tive officer of the State and by the Legis­ 
lature, and in both instances the 
econ­ 
omy ’ of the scheme was clearly demon­ 
strated. 
It is a fact 
which 
neither 
Superintendent Anderson nor any other 
avowed or secret enemy of the system can 
gainsay, that the new school-books are 
furnished to the people at very much less 
than halt the cost of those they were for­ 
merly compelled 1o purchase of private 
book concerns. This cost to the people is 
ascertained after deducting the entire first 
cost to t he State. So repeatedly have we 
set forth the figures showing these facts 
that we cannot assume the people to be iu 
that state of ignorance to which Mr. An­ 
derson confesses on his own behalf, or the 
official statements would be here repro­ 
duced. 
\\ hen the Superintendent commits him­ 
self to the charge that the books are 
cheap in quality and workmanship, and 
“so miserably bound that the covers will 
l«e lost even with ordinary handling,” lie 
flies in the face, not oniy of the common 
sense of the ordinary observer, but flatlv 
gives the lie to experts. 
W e have no hes­ 
itancy in speaking of Mr. Anderson’s vi­ 
cious assault as truth and justice warrant. 
H e misrepresents and misuses his office 
when he so zeaiously serves the book 
rings that have bled the people of Cali­ 
fornia so many years. 
As a public official 
of a city whose people voted in favor of 
the new system, he should exercise wiser 
discretion. 
The truth is, there is a deep-laid and 
despicable scheme on foot to break down 
the new school-book system, and such state­ 
ments as those of Superintendent Andersen 
on their face justify their classification as 
part and parcel of the plot. 
The recent 
outcry against the workmanship in the 
manufacture of the books, the trick of so 
opening them as to break the stitching, 
the return of books that have apparently 
been battered upon an anvil—these and 
other nutters are evidences that the book 
publishers and their agents propose to 
stand at nothing to accomplish their ends. 
So rich a State as California proved for . 
thirty-five years to Imok rings is not to be 
jibspdoned 
by 
them 
without 
a final 


bitter struggle. 
The 
friends 
of the | 
new 
system 
should 
lie 
alert, 
keep- j 
ing in 
mind 
th at 
this is 
to 
be a 
continuous contention for several years to 
come. The new plan is worth all and 
more the cost and pains of watchfulness. 
This journal, with the aid of a very few 
others, and against the opposition of the 
many, stood the friend of the amendment 
to the Constitution which gave us the sys­ 
tem about to lie put to a practical test. 
The jieople, with practical unanimity, 
adopted it, and ousted the book syndicates, 
bag and baggage, from the politics of the 
State. 
It did not, however, shake off their 
hold u]ion some educational departments. 
Unfortunately most teachers resisted tiie 
amendment, and have resisted the laws 
made in consonance with i t ; only a small 
minority were brave enough to withstand 
the powerful influences brought to hear upon 
them. Teachers are still largely hostile 
to the whole scheme. 
To such hands the 
new system is to be com m itted; the test 
therefore will be of the severest character. 
If it is given a fairly honest “chance” it 
will win despite the discouraging circum­ 
stances under which it is about to enter 
upon the secoud stage of its inauguration. 
It is a “square” fight once more between 
the book bosses and the people. 


T h e spasmodically agitated question of 
the division of the State has again been 
revived in Los Angeles and some other of 
the southern counties. The chief argu­ 
ment advanced by the divisionists now is 
th at the people of the south have no inter 
est in some of the more im portant State 
questions. 
For instance, say the}-, “ We 
have no interest in the debris question.” 
But they have; whatever concerns the 
progressive movement of any part of the 
State concerns all the people of the State. 
The irrigation question, it is insisted, is 
local to the south, and its settlement is re­ 
tarded by other interests, mainly northern, 
absorbing legislative attention. This is 
inaccurate, at least. 
The irrigation ques­ 
tion is one related to about all the agri­ 
cultural sections of the State, and the chief 
of these are at the north. 
It has invited 
to its councils some of the best men at the 
north, 
and 
engaged 
the active in­ 
terest 
of 
the 
people 
of 
all 
parts 
of California. 
Irrigation schemes in the 
upper section are 
now 
on foot that 
dwarf the most extensive projected scheme, 
known in the South. 
The State has as 
yet no divided interests, nor will it be 
likely to have any for a long time to come. 
The division proposed would simply sub­ 
stitute two weak States for one strong one. 
All this “ talk ” about division is mere 
speculation. 
W hen the State has from 
five to ten times the population it now 
claims, there may be substantial reasons 
found for agitating the subject of divis­ 
ion; until then it can only foster a discon­ 
tent th at is more studied than real. 
The 
south is not prepared to bear alone the 
costs and burdens of Statehood, nor yet is 
the north. 
There is before the two a 
quarter of a century of harmonious joint 
labor in building the State of California 
before they can afford to begin to dispute 
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A s a n ex am p le of th e ev il d ouc by h asty 
a n d ill-tim e d c ritic is m and w illfu l m isrep ­ 


re se n ta tio n by hom e p ap ers, tak e th e fol­ 


low ing from th a t re p u ta b le jo u rn a l, th e 


Oregonian, by n o m ean s g iv en to h asty 
ju d g m en ts, as a r u l e : 
It w ill fie rem em bered tliat there was an ell'ort 
to work up a school-book job on tiie people of 
Oregon during the recent session of our Legisla­ 
ture. California's experience shows us w hat a 
happy escape we m ade. Since California, with 
its vastly greater resources and larger m arket, 
has m ade a failure of it. it is not difficult to see 
w hat the result here would have beeu. 
Now this conclusion is reached by our 
Oregon contemporary, upon acceptance as 
true of statements made by certain of the 
California press that our State text-book 
series is a failure, in that the hooks are 
“ dear at any price," that they are indiffer­ 
ently printed, “ miserably bound,” “poorlv 
arranged,” and altogether inferior to those 
issued by private publishers. 
Y et it is a 
fact th at the books are bettei printed than 
any used heretofore; 
are firmly, neatly 
and thoroughly well bound, and are of 
first-class workmanship, and that the text- 
m atter is drawn from the very best stand­ 
ards 
of 
literature, the private pub­ 
lishers 
having 
no 
monopoly 
of 
the 
world 
of 
letters. 
As 
to 
arrangement,” educators admit th at they 
are modeled after the liest known stand­ 
ards, and agree with the most advanced 
theory and practice of teaching. 
As to 
price, they are furnished to the people at 
about 00 per cent. less than the books 
formerly in use, and still return to the 
State every cent of the cost of their com­ 
pilation, printing and binding, and re­ 
place the capital invested in the plant. 
But, over and above, and rising superior 
to all these tilings, the system eliminates 
from our educational and other polities 
the book agent with his sack and the pub­ 
lishing houses w ith their manipulation of 
Legislatures, School Boards aud school 
elections. 
The Oregonian has been wholly 
misinformed and cruelly misled to a judg­ 
ment th at has in fact not a leg to stand 
upon. 
It is a part of the scheme of the 
publishers' syndicate to prevent any other 
State following the example of California, 
and hence the persistent falsehoods that 
are so industriously disseminated. 
The 
Oregonian can safely advise its State to 
follow the example of California. 
There 
is economy, peace and political and educa­ 
tional elevation in it. 


T h e San Francisco Chronicle says that 
“ an attem pt is being made to create the 
impression th at the Interstate Commerce 
Act entirely prohibits the making of spe­ 
cial freight rates, or the giving of special 
privileges to certain commodities.” 
We 
have not noted any such attempt. 
But it 
has lieen shown, and conclusively, th at the 
Act does, to all intents and purposes, pro­ 
hibit competition on through traffic ie- 
tween rail and water carriers, by the de­ 
cree that if the commodity is taken at the 
comjietitive rate, regardless of the fact that 
it is not the basis of the value of the 
service, it shall not be lawful to charge for 
the carriage of the article a shorter dis­ 
tance to a point where the value of the 
service is the true measure of the rate, a 
sum in the aggregate greater than that re­ 
ceived for the through or competitive haul. 
Th.it by reason of this rule the carrier is 
driven to refusal of the low through rate, 
and compelled to base his charge for car­ 
riage upon the local rates for short hauls. 
T hat such a rule therefore eliminates 
competition, and prevents the movement 
of products that will move only apon 
the competitive rate. 


T h e Peace .Society of England is mov­ 
ing in the right direction when it urges 
that the fisheries dispute be settled by ar­ 
bitration. 
Generally 
the 
Society has 
advocated peace at the expense of national 
pride. 
In this instance it is entirely ju sti­ 
fiable in its prayer, for no one on either 
side of the A tlantic has for a moment con­ 
templated war as the probable outcome of 


the comparatively unim portant dispute i 
over the “ bait” question. 
The advice of 
the peace conservators is certain to lie j 
taken. W hether it had been given or not, j 
arbitration, or withdrawal of their claims . 
by the Canadians, was certain to have I 
marked the outcome of the small tempest 
of loud talk.

SACRAMENTAIS IN SCOTLAND. 


A V isit to E d in b u rgh and H istoric P oin ts 
—B rig h t W om en and D u ll M en. 
E d in b u rgh , March 10, 1S87. 
E ds. R e c o rd -U n io s : We arrived here a 
week ago, and until yesterday I was so 
busy that I was unable to visit the city. 
Taking a carriage we drove all over this 
magnificent city. It rem inds nte more of 
London than any other English city that 
I have seen. Everything is built in the 
same substantial manner. It is, however, 
more picturesque. The center of the city 
is, as you are aware, built on a hill, and 
these of my readers who are familiar with 
Miss Porter's novel. " T h e Bruce,” will 
remember that the character of Edward 
climbed this hill with a force of Scots at 
night and captured it from the British. 
Those were wonderful people, those ances­ 
tors of ours, who climbed perpendicular 
ascents. It will be remembered, too, that 
our ancestors in those “ large days” were 
in the habit of knocking down bullocks 
with their clenched fists. 
Unless they 
were vastly larger than their puny descend­ 
ants, I suspect that the bullocks were al­ 
ways selected before hand, and that they 
were in such a slato of ill health that they 
had to be propped up before our ancestors 
knocked them down. “ Ouida,” I believe, 
makes the modern Scotchman knockdown 
an ox with his fist. She has evidently 
gotten the giants that we read about mixed 
up with the pigmies that we see. 
We drove to A rthur's Seat, which on be­ 
ing approached has the appearance of a 
lion. From this point a splendid view of 
the Forth of Frith is obtained. It is a 
broad sheet of water, apparently four ntiles 
in breadth. We next visited Holyrood 
Palace. 
It was founded by .lames JV .in 
1501. In the northwestern towers Queen 
Mary's apartments are situated. It will be 
remembered that Darnlev had apartments 
in this palace. 
The apartments of the 
lovely and ill-starred Scottish Queen are on 
the third floor'of Jam es V.’s tower. The 
castle is made of heavy stone blocks aud 
looks as if it would last forever. 
Bare­ 
legged Scotchmen, with muskets at “ carry 
arm s” still pace back and forth in the freez­ 
ing wind in front of the building. 
The Burns monument was of course also 
visited, as well as the beautiful Queen’s Park, 
the Universities, and about everything else 
of interest tit this wonderful city. I am 
constantly being admonished of the truth 
of the old saying, that the world is small 
to those who travel. I meet daily people 
acquainted with my friends in the United 
States. 1 met yesterday an English gentle­ 
man who had lived in San Francisco twenty 
years. 
One of the first things which impresses 
itself on a stranger in England is the fact 
that the country is run by women. Front 
the Queen down, they head every house­ 
hold. In the hotels the men sit by the fire 
and drink, and the women carry coal to 
the rooms, make fires, run errands and 
perform labor of any and every kind. If 
you wish for information it is* to be ob­ 
tained from women, as the men will usu­ 
ally misinform you. The men ate dull and 
the women are bright. The women in the 
hotels can tell you when a train leaves, 
but the man at the station who sells tick­ 
ets, or the porter who attends to the bag­ 
gage will misinform you as often as he 
will furnish correct information. 
This 
surprised me greatly at first—the fact that 
the railroad employes did not know when 
all of their trains started. One class of 
men are always wide awake—the men who 
drive omnibuses in Londou and the cab 
drivers in Scotland. Most of them have 
the history of their respective cities at 
their tongue’s end.

A S tatem en t from State Su p erin ten d en t 
H o llt U pon th e Subject. 
The San Francisco Chronicle of yesterday 
has the follow ing: 
We had occasion, some days since, to re­ 
fer to the report of a committee of the 
Knights oi Labor on the question of th e: 
publication of the State series of school- | 
books. This report reflected seriously on ¡ 
Ira G. Hoitt, State Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, charging him with ignorance 
of the requirements of the schools of the 
State, and especially with not using his 
authority to keep the State Printing Office 
running with a full force in order to sup­ 
ply the necessary books. 
We have received a communication (rom 
Mr. H oitt on this subject, and if he is cor- 
rtct in his statements, which we Eee no 
reason to doubt, the report of the commit­ 
tee referred to has done him an injustice. 
Mr. Hoitt points out that the estimate of 
the number of reading and spelling-books 
needed for 1887 was made by the former 
Board of Education during the term of 
office of Superintendent Welcker, and that, 
by that estimate, the num ber of books re­ 
quired would be : 
First Readers, 45,000; 
Second Readers, 30.000: Third Readers, 
25.000, and ¡spellers, 40,000. Mr. H oitt states 
that the books, 140,000 in all, have been 
completed, that about 10,000 copies of all 
kinds have been sold, and that the bal­ 
ance, 130,000, is now on hand. Mr. Hoitt 
further says that in his judgm ent, after 
every child who requires a book is sup­ 
plied front July, 1887, to July, 1888, there 
will still be over 20,000 left, and that the 
ordets for books will be watched with ex­ 
treme caro, so that the stock on hand of 
any kind of book shall not get below 10,­ 
000. W henever it does, the Executive 
Committee of the State Board of Education 
is authorized to order such additions as it 
may deem necessary. 
Mr. H oitt points ont very forcibly and 
clearly that his oath of office and his con­ 
stitutional obligations will not allow him 
to keep the State Printing Office running 
except when it is necessary, and that, al­ 
though he is heartily iu sym pathy with 
workingmen 
and 
workingwomen. his 
duty to tiie State will not perm it him to 
furnish them employment in an illegal 
manner. He further says that he is in 
sym pathy with the school-book law, and 
wiil see its provisions faithfully carried out 
so long as he is in office. 
Before adopting as final the report of its 
committee, Local Assembly No. 855, of 
the Knights of Labor, would do well to 
make a further investigation. That body 
lias no right to assume that because there 
is an unexpended appropriation an officer 
of the State is derelict in his duty, or that 
because the State Printing Office is not 
running the State Superintendent does 
not mean to supply the required school- 
books to scholars. There are usually two 
sides to a question, and the people of the 
State who elected Mr. Hoitt to his position 
will be glad to know that the report of this 
committee of the Knights of Labor goes to 
extreme lengths, to say the least, and 
would probably be better for revision.

FINE IMPROVEMENTS. 


T h e M ost E xten sive I’o r k -r a c k in g E stab ­ 
lish m en t Upon th e C oast. 
Mohr & Yoerk. butchers and pork-pack- 
ers, have just completed some extensive 
improvements to their place of business on 
J street, between Tenth and Eleventh. 
They have entirely remodeled their busi­ 
ness property, and built a three story brick 
addition, 40x100 feet, on tne rear of the 
main building, extending back to the alley. 
The capacity of their smoke-houses has 
been increased so that five carloads of 
hams, or 100,000 pounds, can be prepared 
for m arket at once time. In the rendering 
department two large caldrons are used to 
melt the lard, which is then carried by 
pipes into two tanks, where it is refined, 
aud then conducted by another pipe into a 
refrigerator, where it is canned and stored. 
The capacity of this departm ent is about 
5.000 pounds of lard per day. The new 
sausage machine just completed will cut 
2.000 pounds of meat each day. There are 
three refrigerators in the establishment— 
one already mentioned, which is used for 
lard—the other two are used for the whole­ 
sale and retail meats; the former is 40x60 
feet and the latter is 15x20 feet. 
The tem ­ 
perature in each can be reduced to a North 
Pole condition, which during the warm 
season is decidedly frigid. A new engine 
of seventy-five horse power and a new 
boiler are now being placed in position to 
operate the ice machinery, elevators etc. 
This establishment is one of the largest 
pork packing concerns on theCoast. 
AVith 
the improvements now added, which have 
cost nearly $50,000, they can handle and 
pack from 175 to 200 hogs per day.

inviting todiphtheria germs and very favor­ 
able for their reproduction in a more vio­ 
lent form, thus placing sufferers from 
Catarrh at a great disadvantage in the event 
of a diphtheria visitation.

TELEGRAPHIC BREVITIES. 


An improvement in the wool demand at 
Boston is noted. 
Steerage rates to England are to be in­ 
creased 25 per cent. 
The story that Parnell wrote the letter 
Eublished in the London Tir.xcs is denied 
y Parnell. 
The Mexican Congress has not yet taken 
action on the constitutional amendment 
relative to the Presidential term. 
A man named Jam es Douglas dropped 
dead at Oroville Sunday. He was a miner, 
and lived at the Mountain House. 
Six men put off in a boat from Atuaean- 
sett, L. I., on Saturday, to kill a whale. 
The latter knocked one of the men over­ 
board and killed him . 
The horse A lf Estell has been backed 
within the last few days to win the Brook­ 
lyn handicap; so has Rock and Rye. 
Stable money goes on both. 
Patrick J. Eagan, Deputy Recorder of 
Votes, at St. Louis, convicted of commit­ 
ting election frauds, has been sentenced to 
serve two years in the Penitentiary. 
On the site of the Del Monte Hotel 
seve-al hundred dollars’ worth of dia­ 
monds with the settings melted off, but 
otherwise in good condition, have been 
found, and also some gold. 
The trial 
of 
twenty-four Socialists, 
charged with being members of illegal 
secret societies, has just been concluded at 
Posen. Nine were convicted and sentenced 
to various short terms of imprisonment. 
About 900 stove molders in Cincinnati 
were ordered out yesterday because the 
patterns of Bridge, Beach & Co. were 
oflered, and in Louisville 500 molders 
quit working when patterns from St. Louis 
were given out. 
The sensation of the week at Atlanta, 
Gu., has been the disappearance of R. H. 
Knapp, well known in business and politi­ 
cal circles of Georgia. His defalcations so 
far am ount to nearly $25,000, most of his 
victims being widows and children. 
There is a got d deal of talk in Cabinet 
society about the President snubbing Mr. 
and Mrs. W hitney at the christening of 
their baby on Monday last. The conspicu­ 
ous absence of both himself and Mrs. 
Cleveland front the church and afternoon 
tea could not lend to another conclusion 
than that it was a studied snub. 
At Menasha, \Vis., all the girls in the 
carding department ol the Menasha Woolen 
Mills went on a strike 011 Saturday. The 
proprietors of the mill ordered all the win­ 
dows facing the street to be painted re­ 
cently, so that the girls employed would 
attend strictly to business, and not be 
tempted to watch the passers-by. 
The 
girls refused to return unless the paint is 
removed. 


SUPREME COURT. 


S A C R A M E N T O C A L E N D A R . 


M E X IC O . 


A m e r ic a n s I n v e s tin g L a rg e ly ill M e x ic a n 
L a n d s. 
St. Louis, A pril I8Ü1.—-Advices from 
Mexico state that the following notable 
American investm ents in Mexican real 
estate have been closed recently : 
A syndicate, composed of Chicago cap­ 
italists and United States army officers, has 
purchased a tract of 5,000,000 acres, lying 
¡11 the States of Coahuila, Durango and 
Chihuahua, in northern 
Mexico. 
The 
tract is traversed by tbe Mexican Central 
and also by the International road, which 
Huntington is building from Eagle Pass to 
Laredo. Of this tract. 1,000,000 acres is the 
finest cotton land in the country. It is the 
famous Lagoura district. 
The purchase of 2115,000 acres has been 
made in the west part of Chihuahua by 
Utah men. As this tract is adjoining the 
Mormon colony, the purpose of the pur­ 
chasers can be readily guessed. 
Clay Mann, the Colorado cattle man, who 
bought 300,000 acres in Chihuahua about 
two years ago, sold his tract at an advance 
of 100 per cent. 


T h e M a r s h a ll M o n u m e n t. 
In speaking of the Marshall m onum ent 
the Mountain Democrat ol I’lacerville says : 
Considerable has been said lately con­ 
cerning the Marshall monument, and the 
bill passed by the late Legislature, and 
some one seems to be endeavoring to create 
a fuss of some kind over it. Tlie ideas is 
sought to be conveyed that an effort will he 
made to locate the m onum ent elsewhere 
than at Colonia, and that Marshall s re­ 
mains are to be removed. Such talk is ab­ 
surdity. W hen Marshall died, his remains 
were placed to rest on the spot he chose 
when in life, and there they will remain. 
His relatives, friends and acquaintances 
never would consent to have his body re­ 
moved, and if they did, tne citizens of Co­ 
lonia would not consent 
Rut there never 
has been the remotest effort to remove liis 
rem ains. 
As to the effort to place the 
m onum ent elsewhere, that is impossible 
to be done. Tbe bill passed appropriating 
the money tor the m onum ent reads, “Over 
the grave of Jam es W. Marshall at Colo­ 
nia.” 
This is explicit, and under the law 
the m onum ent m ust he placed over the 
grave on the hill at Colonia, and the men 
selected as the Commission will see that it 
is done. 
The omission of the name of Hon. Henry 
Mahler from the Commission was at first a 
surprise to us. and to a groat nuitiy people 
in this county, but we have learned that it 
was at bis own request that he was omitted 
and the parties named selected. The Com­ 
mission is a good one, and their appoint­ 
ment is a graceful acknowledgment of their 
services in securing the appropriation for 
the m onum ent. Senator Caminetti was 
the author of a Senate bill providing for a 
m onum ent, but when Mr. Mahler s hill 
was introduced, allowed 1 to to be amended 
to conform thereto, in a laudable effort to 
secure the object sought. In order to fur­ 
ther the measure Senator Gesford, at Mr. 
Mahler's request, dropped one of his own 
bills, and called up, out of order, the Mar­ 
shall Monument bill, and through the 
courtesy of Senator Caminetti, championed 
the bill through to its passage in the Sen­ 
ate. The third member of the Commission, 
J. H. Miller, of the R ec o b d -T Jib o n staff, is 
well known to all El Dorado neople. hav­ 
ing been raised here. Mr. Miller did all 
possible for the passage of the bill, and is a 
warm supporter of the measure. At the 
time of the signing of the bill Mr. Mahler 
was taken seriously ill, and it is at his own 
suggestion that his name was omitted and 
the members appointed that now constitute 
the Com mission, two of whom are Native 
Sons ot the Golden West.
